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Continuation of 3c. In the response to After Final Amendment (5/2/2005), the applicant argues that Brinkerhoff reference fails to disclose 
a surgical sealing device Including a sealing means incorporating a toroid cell that comprises a bladder filled with one of a liquid and a 
gel to prevent substantial leakage of gas from the body cavity. It is noted that figure 3 of Brinkerfoff defines element 10 as a sealing 
means that is located between the incision and the body cavity, where the sealing means incorporates a toroid cell 11,13. The sealing 
means may be filled with any suitable material as admitted in the application specification on page. 5, lines 5-10. Therefore, it is 
interpreted that the sealing means is only a part of the recitation of intended use (i.e., the sealing means comprises a bladder filled with 
one of a liquid and a gel to prevent substantial leakage of gas from the body cavity. Accordingly, the above noted reference is still 
considered to read on the claimed limitations of the claims noted. 
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
